The largest subscription iy py 
here .in the forenoon was for $25 
000 worth of bonds, the sere cmaated 
ing check being signed by Joseph 1D. 
Bascom, secretary of the - Broder- 
ick & .Rascom. Rope Co. The pur- 
chase was made from the St. Louis 
Union Bank. At the office of ‘the 
rope company it was said that Bas- 
com was. in New York and probably 
had made the subscription direct, 
without notifying other officials of 
the company here. The company 
subscribed for $125,000 of the first 
issue of Liberty bonds, but in the 
distribution its allotment was cut 
down to about $65,000. 

The St. Louis federal Reserve Dis- 
trict is made responsible for the sale 
of four per cent of the bonds. The 
apportionment for the country is a 


expected actual sale of $5,000,000,- 
000. The apportionment to St. Louis 
is’ $120,000,000, with an expected 
sale of $200,000,060. 

Rolla Wells,. governor of the 8t. 
Louis Federal Reserve Bank and 
Chairman of the Liberty Loan organ- 
ization, said today he was confident 
St. Louis would buy its share of the 
bonds, 

Predicts Sale of Quota.

James A. Farmer of Belleville, 
special prosecutor in the case for At- 
torney-General Brundage, asked the 
continuance because L. N. Bundy, a 
negro -dentist, alleged to have been 
the ring leader of the negro rioters, 
who fled from East St. Louis after 
the East St. Louis riots and was ar- 
rested in Cleveland, so far has suc- 
cessfully resisted efforts to have him 
extradited. It was desired to try him 
first because the evidence against 
him is believed by the State to be the 
strongest. 

The killing of the two policemen 
is charged to Bundy and 18 other 
negroes. Five negroes under this 
charge are still at large. Judge Crow 
held that there was not sufficient 
grounds for a continuance and or- 
dered the trial of the other 13 to pro- 
ceed. 

In the prosecution of the cases the 
Attorney-General is represented by 
Farmer, C. W. Middlekauf, William 
Trautman, Don Dietrich, Roy Woods 
and State’s Attorney Schaumleffel.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—The §$2,- 
700,000,000 war tax bill which is up 
for final action today in the House 
“catches” almost everybody from 
the cradle to the grave and, for. 
good measure, levies a few new 
taxes on the heirs. 

Baby’s first dash. of talcum pow- 
der will, under the 2 per cent man- 
ufacturers’ tax on cosmetics, help 
Uncle Sam carry on the war, and 
after death the Federal collectors 
will be on. hand to get the inheri- 
tance tax, an advance on the pres- 
ent rate of from 1 per cent on $50,- 
000 to 10 per cent on $1,000,000. Be- 
tween birth and death, most of 
man’s activities would be taxed, vot- 
ing a proxy ata meeting of a ceme- 
tery association being one of the few 
specifically exempted. 

Those who have profited most by 
the war, the recipients of enormous 
excess war profits, will pay the most 
to help carry it on. Almost half the 
total amount of the bill, or about 
$1,110,000,000, is to be collected 
from them. 

Postage Rate Is Increased. 

The person who writes/a postal 
card will be caught, for cards will 
sell for 2 cents each by the provi- 
sions of the bill. Letters will be 3 
cents. One will be taxed when he 
goes to a. moving picture show, if 
the admission is more than 5 cents, 
one-tenth of the cost of the ticket. 
That rate will affect all who attend 
amusements, from the man in the 


| gallery to the one in the box. 


A 
host of stamp taxes designed to raise 
$30,000,000 also will get the man 
with little money in many ways. 
His greatest consolation is that the 
consumption taxes, which would 
have made him pay on coffee, tea 
and sugar, were stricken from _ the 
bill. 

The man of modest means as well 
as the wealthy is affected by the ir- 
come tax section. Normal rates have 
been doubled and exemptions low- 
ered to $1000 for single persons and 
$2000 for married ones. Surtaxes 
for inaomes above $5000 range from 
1*to 60 per cent, the maximum ap-

The 
enemy during the night attempted to 
break out westward, but was headed 
back by our cavalry. 

“Our troops resumed the attack at 
9 o'clock in the morning the enemy 
was surrendering everywhere. 

““Included in our capture are guns, 
arms, ammunition stores and equip- 
ment and also much other booty, sev- 
eral thousand prisoners, Ahmed Bey, 
the Turkish commander, and his 
staff. 


“The enemy was taken entirely by 
surprise and practically the whole 
garrison of Ramadie fell into our 
hands. Our troops displayed great 
gallantry, determination and endur- 
ance under the most difficult condi- 
tions. 

“During Thursday night another 
column moved out northeast of Bag- 
dad after a sharp skirmish with a 
Turkish cavalry detachment, inflict- 
ing casualties and capturing prison- 
ers.’

William T. Tucker, 21 years old, 1

been identified as the bogus “Lieut. 
William C. Turner,’ who cashed sev- 
eral worthless checks in St. Louis 
about a month ago on the repre- 
sentation that he was an army offi- 
cer. 

Tucker was arrested as.a deserter 
last Friday night néar tha home of 
his wife at 814 Ann avenue.” He ad- 
mitted that he deserted from the 
State mobilization camp at Nevada, 
Mo., Sept. 1.

Nearly all the suits will 
be bought in St. Louis and Kansas 
City. Gen. Wood's idea ts to have 
the men drill and work in overalls 
and have their uniforms for dress 
wear. 


If woolen uniforms do not arrive | 


shortly the men will be allowed to 
wear their cotton uniforms, with the 
overalls over them. 

There will be a shortage also in 
blankets, but this will be made up 
by the use of comforts purchased 
in the open market. The men must 
have two blankets or a blanket and 
a comfort, as the nights here a!- 
ready are damp and cold. The only 
other shortage will be tn bed sacks 
and that probably will be taken care 
of by the men who now are here. 
They started work this morning cut- 
ting and sewing bed sacks out of 
ticking purchased by Col. Whiteside, 
and it is believed enough will be 
ready this week to give each mem- 
ber of the third contingent one bed 
sack.

LONDON, Oct. 1.—Nine persons 
were killed and 42 injured in last 
night’s air raid, it was announced to- 
day. A hostile airplane was brought 
down off Dover. 

The raid last nightcitiel fifth with- 
in seven days—as far as available de- 
tails show, accomplished nothing im- 
portant for the enemy. The claim that 
the new “air barrage’ acts as a pow- 
erful deterrént to the raiders seems 
to have been justified further in the 
latest attack. : 

An immense number of guns of 
various calibers were in action. In- 
deed they and not the invaders pu: 
up the show. There was an intense 
and far-reaching searching of the 
skies in all directions, the flashes of 
bursting missiles showing/brightly in 
the heavens, notwithstanding the ex- 
treme brilliance of a full moon. Even 
more impressive was the terrific din 
of’ the guns. The enormous and 
prolonged volume of gunfire certainly 
was alarming to civilian ears not ac- 
customed to it. Some of the high- 
velocity weapons employed detonatea 
with a deafening crash indistinguish- 
able by the civilians from the roar 
of bursting bombs. “So great was 
the amount of defensive shell fire 
than an estimate of a thousand shells 
discharged for every bomb dropped 
does not seem extravagant. 

Fleet Drives. Away One Plane. 

One invader was driven from Lon- 
don by the guns of the fleet. South- 


| west of the capital another was 


seen over.the Thames estuary. It 
was hemmed in by shell fire and 
wriggied for half an hour trying 
Yor an exit from what seemed a tri- 
angle of bursting shells. It finally 
escaped seaward. 

Ten machines of two groups pene- 
trated the outer defenses of the city, 
but only four or five got through to 
London itself. 


A half dozen bombs were dropped | 


in'a suburban district without caus- 
ing casualties or important damage. 
One of the bombs narrowly missed 
striking a dospital. 

The newspapers, while commend- 
ing the vigor of the defenses, still 
call for other measures and advocate 
reprisals on German towns. They 
insist on this point with greater ve- 
hemence. The Times contends that 
it would be absurd to suppose that 
the problem of successful deférse 
had been solved. a 

It points out that the intertse gun- 
fire is only a partial deterrent and 
warns that air warfare is capable of 
infinite expansion and that new 
methods wil have'to be found to com- 
bat it. The Times advocates a great 
air fleet capable of carrying the war 
into Germany. 

In expectation of nightly raids the 
streets of London were much less 
crowded last night than ordinarily. 
A majority of the people went early 
to their homes and the services in 
the churches were held at 5 o’clock 
instead of 7. Hence, when the warn- 
ing was issued, the streets were 
quickly cleared. 

Eleven Killed Saturday. 

Eleven persons were killed and 82 
injured in Saturday night’s air raid 
it is announced officially. The ma- 
terial damage was not great. Four 
groups of German airplanes attempt- 
ed to attack London but most of the 
machines were driven off. Bombs 
were dropped in ths northeastern 
and southeastern districts of London 
and at various places in Kent and 
Essex. 

While the raid of Saturday night 
was at its height a large convoy of 
wounded from the west front arrived 
at the London terminal and were 
transferred to ambulances with the 

ustomary calm. There was no sign 
of panic at any of the west end the- 
aters, although the.roar of guns 
almost drowned the voices of the 
actors.

DECLARES MADOO 


“Every Such Talk Will Make 
Kaiser Fight Harder and Cost 
More American Lives.” 


OPENS BOND CAMPAIGN 


Predicts Success of Second Aid 


Subsequent Liberty Loan Is- 
sues in Cleveland Address. 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 1.—Secretary 
of the Treasury McAdoo opened the 
campaign for the second issue of 
Liberty bonds-today in an address to 
the Chamber of Commerce at a 
luncheon. He said: 

“I am not going to discuss at 
Icngth today the causes which have 
led America into this war. Through 
three years of patience unparalleled 
in the history of the world; through 
three years of forebearance in the 
face of insults which were never of- 
fered before by one civilized natio 
to another, your great President 
strove to.keep this country at peace 
with all the world But God has de- 
creed that America should rescue 
clvilization from the dark abyss in 
which this military depot of Ger- 
many has thrust it. 

“So America, finds herself in the 
fight and America intends that this 
fight shall be won and won quick- 
ly; America intends that those well- 
meaning but misguided people whvu 
talk inopportunely of peace when 
there can be no peace until the can- 
cer which has rotted civilization in 
Europe is extinguished and destroyed 
forever, shall be silenced. I want 
to say here now and with due de- 
liberation that every pacifist speech 
in the country made at this inop- 
nortune and improper time is, in ef- 
fect, traitorous. More than that, it 
means the needless sacrifice of many 
more American soldiers upon the 
battlefields and the expend?ture of 
much more American treasure. Ev- 
ery such speech is an encouragement 
to the Kaiser to fight harder and 
longer, and that means more Ameri- 
can boys uselessly killed. 

“We intend that freedom and de- 
mocracy shall be made supreme 
throughout the world. America has 
to be made safe and secure-for the 
future. There are two systems to- 
day which have got to be reckoned 
with. They cannot both live together 
in the civilized world: These two 
principles are autocracy or arbitrary 
and despotic government on the one 
hand, democracy which breathes and 
lives because it exists upon the basis 
of a free people, on the other. These 
two principles have clashed in this 
war. One or the other has got to 


|survive, just as certainly as the is- 


sue of slavery had to be fought to a 
conclusion in the Civil War. 
Warns of Future Wars. 

“And so it is essential now. if the 
peace of the world is to be secured 
in the future, that this issue which 
has been precipitated by a military 
autocrat, should be fought to a vic- 
torious conclusion. It is a tragedy of 
civilization, my friends, that the sin- 
gle brain of a German despot should 
possess the power to throw a whole 
world into such terrible chaos and 
convulsions. 

“As long as that power resides in 
any one man, if a peace should be 
made which leaves that power there, 
it only means that at some future 
time we shall have to fight it out 
again. This is the itmd to settle this 
J issue, now that it has been precipi- 
tated. It involves essentia] sacrifices 
of life, of property and of treasure. 
This nation has got to make these 
sacrifices because it is this nation 
which must win this war and estab- 
lish freedom throughout the world.” 

Nation’s Financial Ttask. 

Speaking of the financial problem 
of the nation, Mr. McAdoo said: 

“After allowing for the amount of 
revenue to be raised by taxation for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1918, 
we shall have to raise by additional 
bond issues between $13,000, 000,000 
and $14,000,000,000. It is estimated 
that $5,000,000,000 will represent ad- 
ditional loans to the allied Govern- 
ments, which, in turn, will give us 
their obligations bearing interest. 

“To raise 13 to 14 billions of dol- 
lars on or before the 30th of June, 
1918, by the sale of bonds in recur- 
ring installments, seems to some peo- 
ple an impossible task. It is a stu- 
pendous undertaking, but it is not 
impossible for America. It is not 
easy, but it can be done. Our re- 
sources are adequate; our will is per- 
fect; our spirit is indomitable and 
our success is certain. We_have only 
to pull together. . 

“Already we have demonstrated 
what a united people can do when 


| partisanship is subordinated to pa- 


triotism; when love of country be- 
comes supreme. I look forward, 
therefore, with confidence to the suc- 
cess of the recurring campaigns we 
must make for the sale of Liberty 
bonds.”’ 


14,000 CIVILIAN RESERVES

thousand citizens, 8000 of whom are 
skilled engineers, have been enrolled 
by the public service reserve as will- 
‘ing to leave their employment if they 
can serve their country better else- 
where.

GERMAN’ POSITION 


Battalions Now Being Trained 
Abroad in Larger Aspects 
 - of Warfare. i 


THREE LINES CAPTURED 


Men Wear Full Equipment and 
Use Hand Grenades of Full 
Battle Charge.

WITH THE AMERICAN’ ARMY 


IN FRANCE, Oct. 1.—We are now. 


beginning to put into practice what 
we learned from our French instruo- 
tors about how battles are won or 
lost, how attacks are made or re- 
pulsed by bodies ~f trogps in the 
trenches. We have graduated from 
the period of individual training in 
individual branches of the soldier's 
job into that of training battalions in 
ers larger aspects of warfare gener- 
ally. 

‘Today's work, a fair example of 
the new regime, was especially inter- 
esting in several features. A certain 
Major, who bears a name famous in 
the United States army, had a stren- 
uous day, his battalion capturing an 
especially difficult “German”. posi- 
tion, consisting of three lines, re- 
inforced by machine-gun nests and 
field forts. 

It was a strong point, such as is 
always troublesome to attackers. The 
whole plan was carefully worked out, 


the trenches being an exact reproduc- 


tion of a sector captured by. the 
French in the Verdun: offensive in 
August: A French officer was on 
hand to referee this American repeti- 
tion of his part of the attack. 
Wearing Full Equipment. 

The only thing lacking was the ar- 
tillery preparation, this being hypo- 
“thetical. The hill reminded us of 
pictures of, ‘Little Round Top,” Get- 
tysburg, interlaced with barbed wire 
and shell craters. The Americans 
were lying in a hollow, in three thin 
lines. 

Wearing full equipment, including 
grim-looking helmets, the men 
crouched low on the ground with 


bayonets fixed. Up ahead were little} 


knots of bombers, eight to the squad, 
Jaden with bags of hand grenades of 
full battle charge. To the rear the 
black muzzles of machine guns were 
barely visible, peeping through cun- 
ningly concealed apertures of piled- 
up sand bags. : 

All the men with tense upraised 
faces were watching for the rocket 
signal that the artillery had smashed 
the trenches, that the “Germans” 
were hiding underground, and now 
was the time for the infantry before 
the ‘“‘enemy” crawled out. 

The Americans Advance. z 

At the signal the Americans were 
on the jump. ‘The bombers, hur- 
rying up the slope, began ‘to hurl 
bombs into the trenches at a range 
of 45 yards. The air was full of the 
smashing explosions of bombs in the 
trenches whence poured up clouds 
of blueish smoke in which the fig- 
ures of Americans were dimly visible 
flitting from dugout to dugout rais- 
ing their arms for the stiff overhand 
throw. 

Below, in the hollow, the first line 
of attackers had started a wary, 
crouching advance, bayonets thrust 
forward, heads ducked to escape 
stones and steel fragments flying 
out of the smoke ahead. In a@ mo- 
ment they, too, were swallowed up 


in the smoke, now increased by the|

puffs from their rifles. 

As the second wave moved up the 
slope in the footsteps of the first, 
there was an angry, rattling, whir- 
ring outbreak to the rearward. It 
was the machine guns barraging the 
second “German” line.

the Frenchman in light blue to hear 


whether it had been well done. 

Behind them the infantrymen de- 
fined the line with flares lighted to 
inform the artillery as to the exact 
whereabouts of the new line. 

The unusual interest of.this ma- 
neuver had drawn Gen. Sibert's staff 
in addition to the officers of other 
battalions. The French officer, short, 
of stocky build and _ kindly face, 
wearing medals of the Legion of 
Honor and the war cross as well as 
stripes for being twice wounded, 
complimented the Major on_ the 
whole affair. 

“Except,” he added with a quiz- 
zical smile, “it's too bad so many 
were killed, after they took the sec- 
ond trench.” 

The two trenches concerned have 
been nicknamed the Wilson and 
Roosevelt’ trenches. The . officers 
and men are learning actual fighting 
conditions. It takes a lot of*train- 
ing to get the army ready for the 
trenches. 

*Salvation Army Arrives.

Householder Should Be Able to

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—Govern- 
ment control/over the coal industry 
is made complete by an order of 
Fuel Administrator Garfield limiting 
the profits of retail cceal and coke 
dealers: throughout the country to a 
basis which is expected to bring 
about an immediate reduction in 
prices to the consumer. 

The order, effective today, directs 
that the retailers shall fix their prices 
so as to limit their gross margins 
over cost to the average of such gross 
margins during the year 1915, plus 
a maximum of 30 per cent of the 
1915 margin; provided that in no case 
shall the average margin of the 
month of July, this year, be exceeded. 

Local committees appointed by the 
Federal fuel administrators in each 
state will see to it that dealers com- 


ply with the order and the dealers’ 


themselves will be called upon to re- 
turn sworn cost sheets showing the 
facts upon which they have based 
their prices. 

1915 Prices Should Prevail. 

Dr. Garfield selected 1915 as a 
normal year, because the coal short- 
age which resulted in continued rises 
in prices did not begin until 1916. 
The additional 30 per cent is allowed 
to cover the increase in the retailers’ 
cost. of doing business. Prices al- 
ready fixed the Government for coal 
at the mouth of the mine are near 
those charged in 1915, and with tire 
jobbers’ charge now limited to 25 
cents’a ton and the cost of transpor- 
tation not materially increased, the 
consumer, in every community, 
should be able to get coal of any de- 
scription at approximately the price 
he paid in 1915. 

In other orders the fuel adminis- 
trator made the first revisions of his 
recently fixed prices of coal at the 
mine. 

One order revises upward the mine 
prices in certain bituminous districts 
in which unusual conditions exist, 
making the cost of production great- 
er than inthe principal bituminous 
fields.

VERYONE who has read the 
E. old “Arabian Nights” will re- 
member the story of the fish- 
erman who caught a black bottle in 
one of his nets. When the bottle 
was uncorked a thin smoke began 
to curl out of the neck. The smoke 
thickened into a dense cloud and be- 
came @ huge genie, who made a slave 
of the fisherman. By the exercise 
of his wits the fisherman finally suc- 
ceeded in getting the genie back into 
the. bottle, which he carefuly corked 
and threw back into the sea.

This is typical. In some cities the 
extreme Socialists are in the majJori- 
ty, in others the milder Minshiviki 
prevail.

But as the seat of Government 
Petrograd has had great attraction 
for the German agents, and they are 
all Bolsheviki and very end¢drgetic.

~ BERKMAN'S IMPRISONMENT 


Seoff at American Liberty and Dem- 
onstration Against American Em- 
bassy Is Threatened. 

PETROGRAD, Oct. 1.—Several 
thousand members of the Bolsheviki 
at a mass meting last night adopt- 
ed a resolution of protect against 
the imprisonment and reported im- 
‘position of a death sentence upcecn 
Alexander Berkman, the anarchist. 
Agitators who came here recently 
from the United States harangued 
the crewd which packed a big circus 
tent. The speakers scoffed at Amer- 
ican liberty and said the bourgeoise 
ruled that country, but the Bolshe- 
viki audience applauded only mildly. 

A threatened demonstration 
against the American embassy was 
not carried out. The Government, 
prepared for eventualities, had sent 
an armored motor car and a detach- 
ment of troops to guard the embassy. 
Ambassador Francis said he had no 


fears of possible harm and did not 


request a guard, After the adjourn- 
ment of the meeting the guard was 
recalled.

Alexander Berkman, who served 
a prison term for trying to kill H. C. 
Frick, was arrested recently in New 
York for alleged complicity in the 
bomb explosion in San‘Francisco in 
July, 1916, which cost 10 lives in a 
preparedness parade. Berkman also 
is under bond appealing from a two- 
year prison sentence for interference 
with the selective draft.

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TORPEDO BOATS 
K SUBMARINES 
IN COLLISIONS 


British Give Out Thrilling Re- 
ports of Recent Naval Ac- 
tions Against Germans. 


LONDON, Oct. 1.—-Another series 
of thrilling reports of recent naval 
actions against German submiarines 
was given out last night by the Ad- 
niralty. The figures are official and) 
authenticated, but no dates are given. 

The statement begins by reciting 
how a torpedo gunboat sighted a 
periscope 600 yards away and turned 
ship so that the periscope was travel- 
ling in the opposite direction to that 
in which it was first seen. When at 
a distance of 50 yards the periscopes 
disappeared and the gunboat alter- 


marine. 

The impact of the collision was 
felt and when the captain estimated 
that the submarine was: under the 
afterpart of his ship explosive 
charges were dropped astern. A sea- 
plane reported patches of oil on the 
surface and a mine sweeper found 
an obstruction on the bottom at this 
point. a 

A torpedo boat patrolling in the 
Atlantic found a steamer torpedoed 
and sinking. The survivors were res- 
cued and then the torpedo boat cir- 
cled about the locality for more than 
an hour. Finally a white patch of 
water was seen dead ahead. The tor- 
pedo boat dashed over the spot, 
grazed the submarine and dropped 
three’ submarine bombs. Oil and air 
bubbles reeking of gasoline came to 
the surface and the mine sweeper 
found another obstruction here. 

Submarine in Fight. 

The next encounter described is 
of a submarine against a submarine. 
A British U-boat sighted a German 
submersible while both were on the 
surface. The British submarine dived 
and later picked up the enemy 
through the periscope. A _ torpedo 
fired at 800 yards caused a violent 
explosion in the German _ vessel. 
When the Britisher arrived he found 
a patch of oilin which Germans were 
swimming. They said they had been 
blown out through the conning tower 
and that their craft had been -hit 
amidships, overturned and sunk. 

A story characteristic of the mine 
sweepers spirit is next recited. A 
flotilla of sweepers was engaged in 
Western channel waters when an ex- 
plosion occurred between a pair of 
them, the wire net parting. When the 
sweeping wire was pulled in two 
mines were found entangled, one on 
the gship’s side and the other just 
under the surface. 

The slightest roll of the ship strik- 
ing the mines’ ‘‘whiskers’’ would 
have been sufficient to set off an an- 
nihilating charge. The officer in 
command, being responsible for the 
crew, urged them to abandon the 
ship. Later a second officer with vol- 
unteers reboarded the mine sweepers 
and coolly cut the wire. The mines 
fell into the sea without exploding. 
The mines then were towed away 
gingerly by another ship. The state- 
ment points out the value of the 
twarler which hardly costs as much 
as one broadside from a cruiser. Life- 
saving is not involved in this serv- 


ite, but the courageous spirit of the 
sweepers is evident. : 

The:training of mercantile marine 
officers in gunnery tactics is bearing 
fruit. .A British merchantman was 
attacked by submarine gun fire from 
a distance of 370 yards. The shots 
were wild and she immediately re- 
plied. At the sixth and seventh 
rounds smoke and flame burst from 
the fore part of the submarine, which 
abandoned the chase. 

Oil Comes to Surface. 

Another ship sighted a periscope 20 
yards off the beam. While standing 
on a hard-ported helm, a torpedo 
passed the stern. A moment later the 
submarine appeared on the surface 
on the other side. A shot was fired, 


the submarine disappeared. The sur- 
face was soon covered by yellow 
oil. 

The determination cf the merchant 
marine is evidenced by the instance 
of an armed ship proceeding to Liv- 
erpool convoying one which was un- 
armed, A submarine was sighted at 
the same moment a torpedo struck 
the defensively armed vessel. The 
master ordered the ship abandoned, 
but he and the two gunners remained 
aboard. 

The unarmed ship fled, pursued 
by the submarine, whereupon the 
master opened fire from the sinking 
ship and forced the abandonment of 
the chase. The submarine returned

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TURK MASSACRES 


Dr. Morhodge, Medical Mission- 
ary, Bitter Toward Teutons 
Because of Armenian Crimes. 


SEPARATED FROM WIFE 
Physician Says He Was Forced 


to Accompany Turks Until 
Rescued by Russians.

ized Assyrian medical missionary, 
who under compulsion served as a 
physician for 18 months in the Turk- 
ish army, is in St. Louis asking to 
‘be sent to the Hastern war front as a 
in the hope 
that he may learn something of the 
fate of his wife and three children, 
taken from him/|by the Turks in De- 
cember, 1914. He spoke yesterday 
at the Chureh of the Redeemer, 
Washington boulevard and BPuclid 
avenue. 

During the time that he was with 
the Turks they massacred thousands 
of Armenian and Syrian Christians, 
but Morhodge’s chief bitterness is 
for the German offiders, who allowed 
the Turks to kill his countrymen. 

Mohammedans, Morhodge says, 
sometimes were merciful, but Ger- 
mans never were. The Turks, he de- 
clares, would not have carried on 
their wholesale destruction if the 
Germans had not permitted. 

Built Hospital in Salamis. 

Dr. Morhodge, after studying eight 
years,in this country, returned to 
Persia 12 years ago and established a 
hospital in Salamis. In December, 
1914, the Turks defeated the Rus- 
sians there and swept over the city, 
which had a population of 176,000 
persons, masgacring Christians and 
carrying off women. 

Dr. Morhodge. fled with his family 
to the Mohammedan city of Khoi 
and placed himself under the protec- 
tion of the Governor. When tho 
Turks came the Governor told them 
that Morhodge was an American 
subject and a physician. They need- 
ed physicians and they took him, 
along, forcing him to leave his wife 
and their three small children, the 
youngest an infant but lately born. 

The Turks held the district three 
months and then were defeated b; 
the Russians. In their retreat. they 
took Dr. Morhodge with them. -In 
the ensuing 18 montths the Turks 
were driven by the Russians through 
seven states, and as the Turks wert 
they continued their massacre of 
Christians who had not escaped into 
Russia. Of the 4,000,000 “Syrians 
and the $,600,000 Armenians who 
were in Turkey before the war Dr. 
Morhodge does not believe that more 
than 1,000,000 are now alive, and 
these are only alive because they fled 
to Russia. 

German Consul Refused Refuge. 

In the city of Van, he says, the 
Christians ran at the approach of 
the Turks to the German Consulate 
inclosure for asylum. The gates 
were closed in their faces and they 
were all massacred. 

At the battle of Bitlis, in North- 
western Armenia. Dr. Morhodge got 
a horse and attempted to escape to 
the Russian lines. The Turks fired 
on him, he says, killed his horse and 
in the fall he broke his leg. The 
Russians then drove the Turks back 
After three 
months in a Russian hospital he ap- 
pealed to an American Consul and 
was sent to Petrograd. Four and a 
half months ago, he says, he came % 
America. 

Morhodge has had no definite th 
ings of his family. He has. writt 
many letters, but has receive 
reply. Inquiries have been <6 
United States Consuls. He has Seed 
ceived reports that months dgo his 
wife and ohildren were in Southern 
Russia, but he does not know wheth-

ENTENTE TO CONFER WITH SLAVS 


Understanding Between Western Na- 
tions and Russian Government 
Regarding Motives, Neces- 
sary, Socialist Says. 

PARIS, Oct. 1.—‘“A conference 
with the Russian Government is an 
urgent necessity,” observes Albert 
Thomas, former Minister of Muni- 
tions and head of the French Social- 
ist party, in an article on the Rus- 
sian situation in L’Information. 

‘It may, be,” writes Thomas, whose 
missions to Russia have made him 
well informed, “that the western idea 
o1 patriotism is altogether foreign to 
the Russian spirit. The peasant of 
the Ural is indifferent to the suffer- 
ing ‘of the peasant of the Ukraine. 
But the revolution has evoked among 
many a sense of Russian liberty; 
nay, more, a sense of Russian honor. 
It is this which from the start, de- 
spite the perseverance of German 
maneuvers, has preserved Russia 
from a separate peace. It is this love 
ot Russian. liberty which has gigen 
Kerensky his tremendous popular- 
ity and enabled him to exercise with- 
out material foree and without 
means, a Government, @ moral dicta- 
torship which, despite all criticism, 
has maintained for months In Russia 
a sense of national life. 

“That is why Kerensky still can 
triumph over the Maximalists at this 
hour if he does not give way to one 
of those sudden attacks of despair 
familiar to the Russians. This is 
why it remains possible for him to 
realign, without Korniloff, the Con- 
stitution of a governmental power 
which, since March, never has exist- 
ed in Russia. 

“T remember a night in May when 
the provisional Government asked 
itself whether it could discover more 
than two regiments to carry against 
all the others its decisions and com- 
mands. Since then some results have 
been obtained.” 


PROGRAM TO RESTORE ORDER 
IS PRESENTED TO KERENSKY 


Business, Banking and Manufactur- 
ing Interests Approve Measures 
to Suppress Anarchy. 
PETROGRAD, Oct. 1.—M. Bury- 
skin and M. Tratyakoff, Moscow 
leaders, have presented to Premier 
Kerensky a progtam which has been 
approved by_ the business, banking 
and manufacturing interests. It is 
announced the Premier has agreed to 
the program. The principal points 
of this program are the immediate 
adoption of méasures to put 
the army and navy in fighting con- 
dition, the merciless suppression of 
anarchy, absolute independence of 
Cabinet Ministers from parties, and 
the taking of measures to guarantee 
the selection of the members of the 
constituent assembly which is to de- 
cide on Russia’s future form of Gov- 
ernment in such a way that the as- 
sembly will express the free will of 

the Ruesian people. 

The Bolsheviki have abandoned the 
idea of having Nikolai Lenine, the 
Radical pacifist agitator, appear as 
their representative ~in . the Demo- 
cratic Congress on actount of the 
firm determination of ‘the Govern- 
mént to discover and arrest him. 
After Premier Kerensky had given 
the order to bring Lenine into court 
it was learned that at the time the 
Democratic Congress opened he and 
his as@ociate, Zinovieff, were in the 
vicinity of the Alexandra theater 
awaiting the results of the Bolshe- 
viki leaders, attempts to procure 
from the workmen’s and_ soldiers 
delegates a guarantee of their im- 
munity. This guarantee was refused. 

Disorders are reported at Tamboy, 
°00 mileg southeast of Moscow and at 
Kohelov in Crimea, where mobs led 
by former criminal exiles to Siberia ? 
destroyed much grain and other 
nroperty. The towns are under mar- 
tial law and troops have been sent 
from Moscow. Rioting also is re- 
ported in Turkestan to which troops 
have been dispatched.

SMALL DEATH LIST IN HURRICANE 


PURI Indicate Not More Than Five 
Persons Were Killed. 

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 1.—That 
the casualty list from the West In- 
dian hurricane which last Friday 
swept the Gulf coastal sections of 
Eastern Louisiana, Mississippi, Ala- 
bama and Western Florida would not 
exceed five killed and might be lower 
was indicated when wireless advices 
received from Pensacola said there 
had been no loss of life in that vi- 
cinity. Nine fishermen who Satur- 
day were reported drowned in Sister 
Lake are safe. 

In Pensacola the principal damage 
appeared to be confined to roofs, 
porches, plate glass windows and 
frail frame structures. Pensacola 
was cut off from wire communica- 
tion with the outside world between 
Friday afternoon and yesterday and 
no railroad trains entered or left the 
city. Most of the bridges on the 
electric railway line between Pen- 
sacola and the United States navy 
yard-were washed out. One build- 
ing was unroofed at the naval sta- 
tion and some damage was done to 
stores at the station. Damage to the 
naval station, it was estimated, would 
reach $100,000.

Construction of Traverses. 

All the walls of the traverses also 
must be revetted, generally with the 
sandbags and in exactly the same 
manner as the front walls of a fire- 
bay, care being taken to keep it well 
sloped. This leads to a lessening of 
protection afforded the otcupants by 
making a greater width at the top <f 
the trench, but it is absolutely neces- 
sary unless you wish your whole 
traverse to gradually fa)l in, when 
you are in a position of having no 
protection at all. The top of the 
traverse may be and often is several! 
feet higher than the parapet, if the 
fire-bay it protects is exposed to en- 
filade fire from the enemy trench at 
a higher level. But when this is not 
the case, the traverse should not be 
higher than the parapet or parados, 
and should slope down towards the 
enemy to give the appearance of 
being merely a continuation of the 
j arapet. 

The traVerse never should be less 
than 9 feet wide, allowing 2 feet for 
a sentry box, although this sentry box 
is no longer generally in use. 

Overhead Traversecs. 

What are known as overhead tra- 
verses are made generally in a com- 
munication trench leading up to the 
front line, and which in certain parts 
the enemy are able to look into. 
These overhead traverses give to this 


is necessary. They are quickly and 
easily made by placing corrugated 
iron, logs or strong branches, or floor 
boards, across the top of the trench 
and putting sandbags on the top of 
these. When the trench walls are 
weak, or even on general principles, 
the sides supporting this overhead 
traverse should be revetted with 
sandbags. 

The sentry boxes, although not in 
general] use now, are described, more 
for general information than any- 
thing else. They are dug or recessed 
in the traverse at either end of the 
fire-bay and must have an observa- 
tion slit in the parapet for use by 
day, but no loop-hole facing the en- 
emy, as regardless of the care and 
caution used in the construction of 
these loopholes, sooner or later, gen-

During an attack this sentry box 
is never used, except for stores or 
the placing of wounded, as there 
will always be plenty of room for 
the late occupant in the fire-bay it- 
self. Sometimes, when energy and

Listening Posts. 
As before mentioned, in the space 


ing armies, which is known as No 
Man’s Land, there are sometimes 
large and sometimes small areas of 
ground, ditches, streams, etc., which 
eannot be satisfactorily watched 
‘from a fire trench immediately fac- 
ing them, owing to the lay of the 
land, hedges, old excavations, build- 
ings, etc. This is the case in a great 
many instances regardless of the 
careful thought and the amount of 
time spent in siting a fire-trench, 
as the siting of all trenches is large- 


of the flank trenches. Very often a 
line of trenches is taken up under 
stress of circumstances that do not 
permit of the obeying of the rules 
and standards set for an ideal fire- 
trench. 

The control of these areas is es- 
sential to prevent small surprise at- 
tacks, cutting-out parties and raids. 
During the day they very often are 
observable from a flank trench or 
higher observation ground in the 
rear, but at night this is not possi- 
ble; so that listening or observation 
posts gradually are sited in front of 
the fire trench with due considera- 
tion to the situation in that imme- 


diate vicinity. A ruined shed, shack, 
eart, or any other thing of a simi- 
lar character lying in No Man’s 
Land is very useful for these pur- 
poses if it can be reached before the 
enemy reach it with the same pur- 
pose in mind. 

This cannot be used very long, as 
its purpose is too obvious and peace 
and quietness ‘will not last long, but

Bolo Loses Interest in Paper. 

Senator Charles Humbert, owner 

of the Journal, .announced he has 
ganceled his contract with Bolo 
Pasha and refunded the 6,500,000 
francs ($1,100,000) paid by Bologfor 
an interest in his newspaper. The 
Senator, writing of his association 
with Bolo, says he signed at his re- 
quest a promise that Fernand Monier 
should be appointed a director of the 
Journal on his retirement as Presi- 
dent of the Paris Court of Appeals. 
He felt at the time that. the presence 
of such a man as Judge Monier on 
the Journal board as the representa. 
tive of Bolo, reassured him as to the 
wisdom of accepting Bolo's money. 
The French Ministry of Justice last 
week decided to send Judge Monier 
before the Court of Cassation on ac- 
count of his association with. Bolo. 

After he signed the contract, Sen- 
ator Humbert says, he saw Bolo only 
at wide intervals and noticed nothing 
suspicious. Tt was a year after the 
contract was signed that the Senator 
learned a judicial inquiry had been 
opened in regard to Bolo. He imme- 
diately offered to return the monéy, 
but Bolo declined to accept it and 
there was no way in which he could 
be forced to receive it. Furthermore, 
he had not been arrested and had 
protested his innocence and the Pre- 
mier, whom Senator Humbert con- 
sulted, told him, even as late as three 
weeks ago, that nothing definite had 
been found against Bolo. The Sen: 
ator today concluded he had the 
right to break the contract and re- 
funded the money. 

Chose Hazardous Occupations. 

Bolo Pasha, according to a story 
of his career appearing in the Matin, 
was born in Marseilles. . At first he 
was a clerk to a notary. He is a 
brother of Monsignor Bolo, one of 
the most eloquent preachers of the 
Catholic church in France and had 
an @asy access to an honorable 
career, but chose occupations that 
were varied and hazardous. 

His business ventures began with 
a scheme for the wholesale catching 
and shipment of lobster. This cost 
his partner a considerable sum. Af- 
ter failing in several other enter- 
prises, Bolo Pasha came to Paris 
and started a sort of information 
bureau. It became the target for 
numerous complaints, culminating in 
the condemnation of Bolo by default 


‘for abuse of confidence and swind- 


ling, in 1894. He then went to 
Valencia, Spain, where under the 
name of Berner, he opened a cafe 


that was much frequented by the fm 


French colony. 

In 1903, the Matin says, he turned 
up at Bordeaux, where he married 
a widow who had an annual income 
of 70,000 francs. -he then enlarged 
his field of operations, appearing at 
Lyons as an agent for champagne 
and other wines. Afterwards he 
again transferred his headquarters 
to Paris. Bolo, the newspaper adds, 
was conspicuous in the _ riots in 
Champagne when the wine growers 
there, in a protest against the use 
of wine from outside Champagne for 
making sparkling wines. under the 
name of champagne, devastated thc 
vineyards of big French companies, 
while those owned by Germans were 
left unharmed. 

Met Khedive of Egypt. 

It was in June, 1914, that Bolo met 
Abbas Hilmi, then Khedive of Egypt. 
He at once became a trusted agent 
in the enterprise for the exploitation 
of real estate owned by the Khedive, 
and for the protection of the Khe- 
dive’s interest in the Suez Canal and 
in Egypt in event that circumstances 
might compel Great Britain to repu- 
diate the Khedive. The Matin con- 
cludes from these negotiations that 
Abbas Hilmi, twa months before the 
actual outbreak of hostilities, antici- 
pated a war in which Turkey would 


.be involved and sought to protect his 


interests in case he cast his lot with 
the Sultan of Turkey. 

Requiring a “straw” man to take 
his interests under control, says the 
‘Matinfi a contract was drawn up by 
which Bolo was to be recognized by 
the Khedive in writing as his credit- 
cr to the amount of $50,000,000 
francs. In exchange Bolo was to 
make an agreement to repay that 
sum to its legitimate owner. But 
Bolo’s part of the agreement was 
found to be insufficiently clear, the 
newspaper adds, and the project was 
not carried to completion. 

Bolo Pasha, the Matin declares, 
communicated again with Abbas 
Hilmi in Switzerland shortly after 
Great-Britain had deposed Abbas as 
Khedive and through the ex-Khedive 
entered into relations with German 
agents. 

Warrant for Publisher. 

A warrant has been issued for the 
arrest of Gaston Routier, a French 
subject, who founded the pacifist 
newspaper, La Paix, at Madrid with 
funds supposed to have been fur- 
nished by Bolo Pasha. The publica- 
tion aroused the indignation of the 
French colony in the Spanish capital 
on account of its Germanophile tend- 
ency. Asa result Routier declared he 
would cease publication and return 
to France and enlist in the army. 

Detectives were sent to the frontier 
in anticipation of his coming, but 
nothing has yet been heard from 
him. 

According to other information, 
money was furnished to Routier by 
Von Krohn, the German naval at- 
tache at Madrid.

Has No Data on Bolo Except 
as to Transfcr of Money. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—It was

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—The offi- 
cial communique issued by the War 
Department today speaks of the 
armed forces of the United States as 
follows: 

“The mobilizatton of the national 
guard in their camps {fs proceeding 
rapidly and the formation of reor- 
ganized divisions is taking place. This 
reorganization is necessitated by the 
condftions of the present war and 


‘requires larger regiments and cer- 


tain machine guns and other units 
not typical heretofore. Some misun- 
derstanding of the reorganization has 
arisen, but its purpose and military 
necessity are being explained and the 
diviston commanders are doing their 
utmost to preserve the local aspira- 
tion and historic memories of these 
State forces. 

“The assembling of the national 
army in the cantonments has gone 
on with smoothness and _§ success. 
Equipment difficulties are not se- 
rious and are being overcome rap- 
idly. The most obvious shortage 1s 
in rifles, but an adequate supply for 
all purposes will soon be at hand and 
no delay in training results from the 
shortage. All oversea forces are, of 
course, adequately supplied.”

“Jayhawker” guesses that I am a young 
man, and did not know that, when meas- 
ured by coin, the greenback fluctuated in 
The guess is 
ns bad as his argument. I am older than 
the greenback bill and particpated in the 
discussions growing out of this, and the 
resumption act, and the adoption of the 
gold standard. The fact which caused the 
fluctuation of the greenback was, that we 
were engaged in a fratricidal strife, and 
not only was the credit. of the Government, 
but its life at stake. As the Confederate 
arms succeeded, the greenback depreciated, 
and when the Union army won a victory: 
the greenback appreciated.. After Lee’s 


_ visit to the sour apple’tree the greenback 


took the. “sawdust trail” till it met its re- 
Geemer in the resumption act, and at once 
became and remained the most popular 
eurrency the world ever saw. 

I was opposed to the resolutions addépted 
by 10 State Democratic conventions de- 
houncing the resumption act, and remained 
with the Republican party till its adoption 
of the: gold standard, which, by making 
the bonds payable in the most valuable 
metal, gold» legislated into the pockets of 
the bondholders the difference between the 
value of gold and silver. It added untold 
‘millions of dollars to the value of the in- 
geurance companies and great estates that 
were holders of bonds payable in silver. 

Being a Jayhawker myself, for 35 years, 
I will give the facts as to how the Republi- 
cans got the cue for the adoption of the 
gold standard. In the early days of Kan- 
sas the farmers gave many contracts for 
the payment of their, obligations. in wheat

with assets remaining normal, his credit is 
enhanced. By ridding ourselves of the 
enormous interest charges, we to that ex- 
tent fnorease our ability to pay.

debt, which it will take centuries to pay.

The indictment of former Warden D. C.. Mc- 
Clung by the Cole County grand jury in conncc- 
tion with the penitentiary scandals causes general 
satisfaction among the better element of citizens 
throughout the State. = 

The indictment is brought on a charge of con- 
spiracy to defraud the State jointly with Lee Jor- 
dan of the Lee Jordan Lumber Co. for the pay- 
ment of $2869 for material not delivered to the 
penitentiary. This is one ‘of several serious 
charges against McClung and other State officials 
in connection with the distribution of supplies 
bought for the penitentiary and other State de- 
partments and property belonging to the State. 

The satisfaction of the people: of Missouri is 
caused, not by the downfall of a former official,. 
but by the fact that this {s the first telling blow 
at “the higher ups” among State officials who 
are responsible for one of the worst messes of 
scandal that has disgraced Missouri. The arm of 
justice has reached the man who was responsible 
for ‘conditions in the penitentiary which brought 
heavy reproach upon the State; who ignored law,

It’s a fight in Russia between the Bolshevikis 
and the Rubles, with long odds on the Rubles. 
A,ruble is to a Russian what a dollar is to an 
American, though a ruble is worth but 51 Ameri- 
can cents. But, in Russia, a ruble is as powerful 
as is a dollar in America, and the Bolshevikis will 
find this out. 

The Bolshevikis, a sort of cross between extreme 
Sociglists and I.. W.’W.s, are said to be in control 
of the Russian Government just now. They are 
certainly very strong,- especially in their de- 
mands. Their idea, according to Harold Williams, 
Petrograd correspondent of the New York Times, 
is to turn the armed workingmen against the cap- 
italists, take all lands from the hands of private 
owners and give those lands to the peasantry, 
and form a close offensive and defensive alliance 
between the city workingmen and the peasantry 
to rule the country. , 

The main thing in the way is the ruble. As 
soon as a Bolsheviki gets into office, either in a 
council or a cabinet, he expects a salary. Rubles 
and kopeks, payable ‘in respectable amounts, as 
salary, must be forthcoming. He has to pay his 
rent, his grogery, his laundry. He must live up 
to his means and wear good clothes. The laborer 


5 worthy of his hire. 


The program of the extreme Socialists, as every- 
one knows, involves the abolition of rent, inter- 
est and profits. It prédicates a system of Govern- 
ment credits in lieu-of money. But nothing of 
the kind has been worked out in Russia or else- 
where. Rubles and dollars and pounds sterling 
still are the only media of exchange. If the town 
Bolshevikis expect the country food producers to 
do their share in the new program, they will have 
to show them where the profit will come in. With 
all the new land they will own, if the present own- 
ers are dispossessed, Russian peasants will expect 
to ride in super-sixes and listen to canned music. 
And they will expect to see their own rubles grow- 
ing in number at a rellakhle banking institution. 
Also, the rest of th@world has a big interest 
in the success of the rn¥le in this fight. The Bol- 
shevikis haven’t the ghost of a chance. 
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A ORIMINAL PEAOE. 

When an officer of the prominence of Gen. 
Baron von Freytag-Loringhaven, chief of the 
supplementary general staff of the German army, 
becomes pessimistic over the outcome of the war, 
the fact is not usually made known to the pub- 
lic. Hence it is impossible to escape the con- 
clusion that his recent gloomy pamphlet was 
published for a definite purpose. 

In this monograph the German predicted that 
the general economic situation of the world 
works only in favor of the Empire’s enemies 
and, therefore, “the German soldiers will be de- 
frauded of the fruits of their victory.” There- 
after he mildly criticises the high command for 
resorting to trench warfare, although he admits 
that the German offensive was not strong enough 
‘to overthrow the allies. 

Utterances such as this can mean but one 
thing, and that is that those who know the truth 
about Germany’s war situation are trying to pre- 
pare the popular mind to accept the idea of de 
feat. They realize that, in view of all the 
bombast and “boasting of the militarists, the 
thing will have to be done with the greatest di- 
plomacy. The fetich of military invincibility has 
too long been worshipped in Germany for it to 
be overthrown at once without disastrous conse- 
quences to those who have been its high priests: 

It fs conceivable that a sufficiently preached 
dogma of economic necessity might save Junker- 
dom’s face if peace can be obtained before a 
crushing defeat in the field. It could be argued 
that this would not be the militarists’ fault but 
the fault of an unfavorable geographical situa- 
ton. And thus tic irresponsibility could 
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not stop short of completion without destructive 


get a reprieve long enough to plot another war | 
in which it hoped to rehabilitate itself com- 
pletely. 

Such an outcome is precisely what the allies 
have determined to prevent. Some such mean- 
ing doubtless was in President Wilson’s mind 
when he framed his reply to the Pope’s peace 
proposal. It would be a crime to posterity for 
the allies to accept any peace, in the circum- 
stancs, not predicated upon the complete military 
defeat of the Germans and the utter smashing of 
Hohenzollernism. 
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MEN WITHOUT A COUNTRY. 

The Government has won the first move in 
the proposed trial of power between itself and 
the I. W. W. revolutionists. With the leaders 
and their official documents in its possession, 
the assertion of the Bill Haywood gang that 
“We are going to take possession of the indus- 
tries of this country, first, because we want 
them; and second, because we are in this crisis 
possessed of the power to put it over,” is a little 
premature. 


t Of course, tt: matters nothing to the leading 


spirits of the I. W. W. propaganda, that their 
particular activities at this time are the rankest 
treason. They are men not only without a coun- 
try, but without morals. On Oct.’ 30, 1913, in an 
article in the New York Independent, Arturo 
Giovanniti, explaining the> motives and inten- 
tions of the I. W. W., bluntly asserted thal “the 
question that Syndicalism bravely confronts hand 
lays down for discussion is not one of RIGHT or 
JUSTICE, but one of FORCE, taking the word 
in its broader meaning.’’ 

As for the law, he dismissed it in a few sen- 
tences. “Verily, the law, like bourgeois moral- 
ity, is no concern of ours. * * * We are going 
to do. what we need and intend to do, simply 
because we have the power to do it.” 

All this bas a familiar ring, since these same 
sentiments as to might making right have been 
repeated so often by Prussian, militarists, states- 
men and philosophers. 

If the I. W. W. has been financed from Berlin, 
as the evidence is said to prove, no one will be 
astonished. This brand of revolutionists, whether 
functioning in Chicago, Petrograd or Buenos. 
Aires, is Prussian in its unmorality, britality 
and inability to understand the true spirit of the 
age.

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A BENEFAOTOR OF DEAF UNFORTUNATES. 

Dr. Edward Miner Gallaudet, whose death at 
Hartford, Conn., has just been reported, was the 
most distinguished member of a family whose de- 
voted service to the deaf and dumb will always be 
held in grateful membrance. His 
Thomas H. Galla , was the diregtor of the 
first institution fo in the United States for 
training the deaf and dumb. This was organized 
at Hartford in 1817 and became the model on 
which state institutions of like purpose were 
formed throughout the Union. 

The technique of instructing the deaf was car- 
ried to further perfection by Edward Gallaudet. 
He became the founder of Gallaudet College at 
Washington, D. C. This institution, which devel- 
oped in 1864 from a school of secondary rank 
also established by Mr. Gallaudet some years be- 
fore, is the only school of higher learning for the 
deaf and dumb in the world. He was its presi- 


father, | 


dent for 47 years, retiring in 1911. 

The unfortunates who are handicapped by de- 
privation of normal powers in hearing and speech 
have been the beneficiaries of sympathetic ef- 
fort on the part of some of the best minds of the 
past two generations. We may remember that 
while as an instructor in a Massachusetts insti- 
tution he was exemplifying a system of “visible 
speech’ invented by his father, Alex Graham Bell 
began the study of certain® problems in acous- 
tics that resulted In the development of the tele- 
phone. 

In the transition from the time when the deaf 
and dumb were looked upon as incapables and 
denied the legal right to contract to the time 
when the door of opportunity was opened to them 
and careers of usefulness and even brilliancy 
made possible, the Gallaudets, father and son, are 
men of commanding position. Day schools for 
the deaf in all cities now afford these unfortun- 
ates the privilege of a normal development little 
differentiated from that of other children.
